When  the  crosses  which  devel¬ 
oped  the  Darwin  Tulips  failed  to 
produce  any  primary  color  other 
than  red,  new  experiments  were 
started.  These  resulted  in  varia¬ 
tions  of  yellow  and  blue  but  not 
in  the  pure  primary  colors  them¬ 
selves.  The  red  primary  could  not 
be  produced.  Consequently,  in 
the  beginning  the  designation 
Breeder  Tulips  was  justified. 
However,  when  the  plant  breed¬ 
ers  began  to  cross  the  Darwin  and 
the  Breeder  groups  to  create  love¬ 
ly  lavender,  violet  and  purple  va¬ 
rieties  in  both  groups,  the  division 
into  two  separate  classifications 
began  to  be  just  a  little  absurd.

Still  hunting  the  pure  primaries 
yellow  and  blue,  plant  breeders  start¬ 
ed  a  third  series  of  experimental 
crosses  and  succeeded  in  finding  yel¬ 
low  and  a  clean  white.
